The Temperance Hal!, Duuedln, ou 
the second uighL 01! the Army's npni>ai- 
auce, was packed oul with people. Ou 
the Tuesday it wua the same, and on 
Wfiliiefday night the crowds were so 
enormous that Oupt. l'ollard lost— i£ he 
Uiuy be said to have entertained any— 
llie last slii'edii ul" anxiety as to the fu- 
ture. 

He foresaw the trend Of things. 
With tveuly, thirty and lorly men and 
women night alter night nt tue penitent 
furin seeking tht buIyuUuu or. God, and 
an income running up to an average of 
±M per week, he decided, wisely, we 
think— tl>nt that "tide in the affairs ot 
men, which, tnktu ut the hood, leuus 
on to fortune," had set in. lie deter- 
mined to pioneer the portion ol the Is- 
land south or Duuedin. He struck lor 
Iuveieargill, a town largely comprised ot 
hardy men and women from, th* hillB 
and glens of Scotland. 

V.'it.!: breaming deference the hitrcpiJ 
pioneer, after mailing a hurried survey 
of the towu, presented his eard to the 
leading Presbyterinu minister. "I have 

hieimiuj; v. inch r.iie Lord 18 giving the 
Salvation Army iu Duuedin, to visit 
your town and enquire whether there 
exists uuy need tor our beginning work 
in it, and it seemed to me the proper 
thing to call upon you. the first minister 
ot the place.' 7 

Taking Tea ulth tha Pawn, 

The frankness and courage ol the 
juiing uiun (lemeri'L'er tame OupL Pollard 
is only twenty years oi* nge) struck u 

heart, and he invited him to tea. 

Cnpr. l'-llurd heartily accepted the in- 
vitation. Belore this hospitality had 
hueu shared, however, the Scottish di- 
vine ventured to suggest an extension ot 
it. 

"I shouid he glad it you would re- 
main with ua to supper, Capt. Pollard ; 
yuur story ot the Army's work and the 
eipliinatiujjs as to its meLhods and style 
are so mii-resting." 

l'ollurd nceepted the invitation. ■ 

At the aupper table the Presbyterian 
minister allowed every sign ol friendli- 
ness towui'Un the (Japtnin's object, and, 
with ehiiracteristie courage, proposed to 
our worthy leader that the best way to 
test the feeling of the community would 
be hy giving n lecture ou "What is the 
Salvation Army V" "I will gladly accord 
you the UHe of my church to-morrow 
night for the purpose, and preside at the 
lecture," the good niiniBter said.

Mow, lecturing was not an art that 
Oapr. Pollard had studied at all, and was 
one ol' the things which hot! not enter- 
ed into his calculation. He had assum- 
ed t'ie possibility of being attacked by 
publicans and siuneiM, thrown into prison 
and all manner ot oppositions. He had 
also calculated, as we already know, 
thnt «od would hoiiur hia cuuijceratiou, 
and Ihe Flag which he was commission- 
ed to plant in 1hfl colony of New Zcnliuid; 
but, locLurius— well, he would sooner 
imVL- raced", siligie-hauued, u pack of 
howling rowdies in the old Kent Itoad 
than gone through what meant to him, 
then, the ordeal of attempting to phil- 
osophise upon tin; movement. Neverthe- 
less, he consented. 

Next-morning both he and the miniscer 
were up betimes, the latter to advisT- 

!ard to continue scouting the town. 

Iu the course of his rerenrinatlonH. 
the usual good fortune that attended his 
efforts did not fail him. He walked up 
to en old disused theatre attached to a 
public-house, and, ou enquiry, he found 
hoth belonged to u Yorkshiremnn. Mem- 



ories of the Bosemary Hall at Peekham 
arosp before him, and he determined to 
buve it. The proprietor and publican 
was not exactly In tbnt condition favor- 
able to the speedy completion of a set- 
tlement ; that is to Bay, he was more 
drnnk than aober. 

But Pollard, who had succeeded iu 
making himself agreeable to a pnrBon, 
felt it equally easy ts be it home with n 
publican. A bargain was struck at £1G0 
per annum, and when at night the youth- 
ful pioneer rose to fulfil the eurious an- 
nouncement nnd encountered the keen 
eyes of a crowded church, he knew that 
he was master of the situation. 

They listened with respect and even 
sympathy, to hJB account of the Army'a 
aisis, and when the lecturer stated— in 
his peroration— that there would be a 
collection to start tut yVOiK Iu luvcicur- 
gill, and that an old theatre had that day 
beeu lensed from n publican, Inverear- 
gill received its first lesson upon the ag- 
gressiveness of the Salvation Army. 

Cast. Pollard'* First eonmrt. 

We may or well give here the Bcquel 
to this twenty-four hours' work. The 
theatre was opened. Among the first 
converts was the proprietor and publiean, 
and when Commissioner Pollard re-visit- 
ed the town last winter, in his capacity 
as the General's Secretary and repre- 
sentative of I. H. Q., he felt rather 
proud when the moment came for say- 
ing, "General, allow me to introduce 
you to the Treasurer of our Invercargill 
corps. He was among our firBt converts; 
nnd instead of the old theatre, which 
was destroyed by fire Bhortly after our 
lease of it ran out, there stands on the 
same site a substantial Salvation Army 
Citadel." Whnt the General said is not 
recorded, hut one statement we are sure 
he would support— "The day of miracle* 
is not past." 

Of course, this expedition to Invercor- 
gill was risky. The work in Duuedin 
required the presence of a strong leader, 
and, although we have no deoire to 
minimise the services of the papei- 
hanger, ius wife, and the black sailor, 
they were practically ignorant of the 
methods and movements of the Salvation 

eating them ; hut wHen c chorus such 
as "We're bound for tbe land of the 
pure and the holy" comes to be sung two 
hundred times in the course of forty- 
eight hours, it get* just a trifle monot- 
onous. 

Rules and Regulations a la Pollard. 

Capt. Pollard understood all thiB ; but, 
then, he knew the value of making the 
most o£ an. opportunity, and he dare not 
Iohb it. He took every possible precau- 
tion, then left the responsibility to Him 
"Who knew, and, he believed, approved 
his motives. We say that he took every 
precaution to prevent any hindrance. 
One of these was the preparation of 
whnt is now a historic document. 

"I shall be away from Dunedin," he 
said to his colleague on the morning of 
his departure, "so many days. Here is

absence. I have worked at it nearly all 
night. It tells you when you hnve to 
get up in the morning! what Scriptures to 
read and prayers, the new choruses you 
have to learn during the day, the hours 
to be spent in visiting, how to visit, hov, 
and where to nrrange your open-airs, 
the sougs you have to give out for each 
meeting, with the lesson, and all about 
how to collect and count, keep and spend 
the money, and the uecountB you have to 
pay." 

Thus armed, the Captnin'B assistant 
vowed he "would not let the concern 
down— not if hard work and carrying out 
your orders, sir, will do it." 

The history of this brier— written, hy 
the way, on fnnlncjip— wnnid form a 
chapter by itself. Wherever he went, 



the brief went. Walking the streets, fn 
his quarters, visiting, holding meetings, 
tbe big bundle of foolscap was niwayB 
noticeable. The regular frequenters of 
the meetings noticed the bulky, article in 
his pocket on the platform, ami specu- 
lated as to his reason for his consulting 
the s:me when his presence of mind did 
not happen to he distinguished by bril- 
liancy ; but little did they imagine that 
the parchment foreshadowed and testi- 
fied regulations which have largely weld- 
ed and federated the Army in the colon- 
ies oi Australia in a unity which is at 
once a joy and Inspiration to Salvation- 
ists throughout the world.

As Captain 
lie held nine different iFleld appoint- 
ments, and in April, i 1888, he was 
promoted to linsign, vfhlch rank was 
about : that time introduced in the 
Salvation Army,. l'he following 
mouth lie was appointed to fill the 
position Df Junior Su'dler District Offi- 
cer for Manchester, inrt after that 
held the same position fn Birmingham. 
The upward move of! Albert Gaskin 
can further be triced In bis subse- 
quent appointments, as J. S. Secretary 
for Manchester Division and as Senior 
Secretary for Sheffield Division. From

because we have conducted a greai 
number of our meetings during th( 
hot weather altogether in the opuu-a" 
and no Indoor figures are shown £< 
those meetings. But these open-ul 
meetings have done a great deal mon 
effectual aud lustiug good, by reachtn 
certain people who would not hav 
come Inside. Many drum-head can} 
versions have taken place." 

-Our Cartridge money," the Briga 
dler continued,. "Is nearly ten doilan 
per week more, and the total lucomi 
per week has Increased about oni 
uuudiod dollars In the corps of thi 
C. O. P." 

"IE the income of the corps has in 
creased, then there b lion Iri he a eor 
responding Increase in the salaries ol 
the Field Officers, which would be ve 
desirable." 

" Yes, I am glad to say such in 
crease has been a fact, and the retur. 
shows that a weekly average of $3 
has beeu added to the officers' salarlcL 
This Is not a great amount, dividei 
between so many, but It Is a move 1) 
the right direction." 

"Aud what advances have been inudi 
la the work among the children ?" 

"lu the first place there has been . 
great Improvement In the system, thi 
qnuJity of leaders aud general man) 
agement of the Juniors' work. Tfc 
itself ennuot be expressed iu figure-, 
but we have also recorded statistical 
advance. 200 Juniors* names hai 
been added to the rolls, the attendam 
at the Junior meetings has also h 
creased by 300 per week, and 300 ne. 
members have been enrolled in thi 
Band of Love. The Young Soldie 
sales are now 270 better than at th 
time I assumed charge. I have giveL 
you round figures which present ouj 
position quicker and in a more com 
prehenslble style. The soldiers of th] 
Province have given every evldenei' 
of continual Improvement In dlsslplln 
and spirituality. The lighting qualit. 
of our troops Is better than ever, oni 
they group the idea uf the one-ness o. 
the whole Army better. The vorlou 
special efforts of the Territory pu 
forth from time to time have met vfitr 
decided success. The Harvest Fcf 
tlval, just concluded, shows tbe grat 
fylng result of having secured $30 
over and above the target. Self-Denl; 
will be met In the same spirit of d< 
termination and that gives asRiirauc 
of a great vletory in that effort. Th] 
Siege hns been an excellent succc 
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iMany of our best soldiers were cap- 
«ured during the Siege. And the spirit- 
ual tone bus been heightened hy that 
united onslaught on Huron's forces."

CHAPTER XII. 
AGE PILAUS. 

After the death of Socrates, Xeno- 
phou went to Spartn, bearing hard 
' feollugs against Athens, his native 
city. At Sparta Agesilaus was King 
(31)6 B. C.) and he wns as brave its he 
was Just and tolerant. When the 
Spartans resolved to free the Greek 
colonies in Asia Minor from the Per- 
sian yoke, they sent Agesilaus In cum- 
innnd of an nrmy of eight thousand 
men. The Athenians and other Greek 
States were asked to. also send men, 
but they all refused to do bo. Agesil- 
aus added to his command the six 
thousand Greeks left In Asia by Xeno- 
phon, and after the winter being lost 
in finding horses and equipment, lie 
advanced into Persian territory and 
defeated the enemy in various battles. 
The Persian satrap, Phnrnabazus, at 
last begged for a conference, which 
was very friendly, but had no definite 
result upon the expedition. Agesilaus 
was Just mustering all the Greek 
troops for an advance Into the very 
heart of the Persian Empire, when a 
messnge was sent to him to return Im- 
mediately to Sparta. It appeared that 
the Persians had become so alarmed 
nt. the success of Agesilaus that they 
sent money to Athens and induced Iho 
Athenians and other cities to rise n- 
gainst Spartan supremacy. The Per- 
sians know well that war among the 
Greeks wns (he quickest way of cheek- 
ing, their onward iniireh and 
saving their empire. This is 

exactly the devil's tactics. He 
Is anxious to keep Jealousy, 
envy, distrust, nnd others of his 
agents busily emplo,vod iu avoiding 
Christian unity, knowing full well tbat 
quarrels amongst ChrisLInus will pre- 
vent, or at. least check, the progress of 
salvation. 

fought it grent battle near Cnrlntb. in 
which he was victorious. He was 
grieved nl having to fight his Greek 
fellowmen, and exclaimed, at seeing 
the great number of dead Athenians 
and Corinthians, " O Greece, how 
many brave men hast thou lost, who 
might have conquered nil Persia I" Ho 
fought another battle at Coronia, in 



which lie defeated the Theiians, !»w 
himself was badly wounded. Hnl 
would not allow himself to be carried| 
from the battlefield until he had pei 
sonally seen every dead and woundei 
Sp.-irtaa removed. 

At his return to Sparta the citizens 
were delighted to see that he had not 
been spoiled by Persian luxury, but 
lived as plainly as ever. | 

Wo must remember here ' Xonon, 
who Imd escaped with six Athenian 
ships from the Spartan navy to the 
Tslniid of Cyprns. Ho managed to 
cause a revolt of Bhodcs (another Is- 
land) against the Spartans nnd to 
malic friends with the Persians. The 
latter helped them with eighty ships, 
and, iu company with Pharnabazus, 
they c-iitirc-ly di.-ft.-al ml the Spiu-iani 
lleet, which was iu command of Agesil- 
aus' brother-in-law, who died like a 
true Spartan, sword in hand. Koiion| 
relumed to Athens finally with a fleet 
and money to re-hulld the long wall, 
which imd In in iu ruins for ten years, 
Knnon was the most popular man for 
a time, but Anally Alliens ireiiled him 
like she did most of her best men, lty| 
auudlusf liim into exile, where lie died. 

A final pence .was concluded by I 
which Persia kept nil Greek colonies 
in Asia, also Cyprus nnd another is- 
land, while the remaining islands, with 
the exception of three, which remained 
buuud to Atheus, were set free froml 
any power. This wns called ilie peace 
or Autaleldns, which still left Sparta 
as the chief power of Greece.

I want to meet the difficulties that 
people nowadays raise against the 
cleansing of God. 

What are the difficulties 7 One diffi- 
culty you will find in Galatlans v. 17, 
" For' the' flesh lusteth against the 
Spirit, and the Spirit against the flesh; 
and these are contrary the one to the 
oilier : go that ye cannot do the things 
that ye would." "The flesh lusrteth 
against the Spirit, and the Spirit a-, 
gainst the flesh." They say this must 
go on, hut they do not wait to see 
where it endB. Galatlans v. 24 (B.V.), 
solves thnt question— "They that ore 
of Christ Jesus have crucified the flesh 
with the passions and lusts thereof." 
The devil is such a cunning old fos ; 
he hns had sis thousand years of ex- 
perience, and you enn't play with him 
very well. He says to Christians, 
"Look at Qalatlano v. 17,", but he puts 
his plaster upon Galatlans v. 24. Open 
your eyes. Let the Lord, hy Hla Spirit, 
teach you, so that you may have the 
right Itlnd of eyes to look through this 
chapter and these verses. Galatlans 
v. 24 solves this difficulty. 

Many people argue about the "old 
man." They say, "What about the 
old man 7" God bless you, look where 
the Lord hns put him, Romans vl. 8, 
"Knowing This, that the old man is 
crucified with him, that the body of 
sin might he destroyed, that hence- 
forth we should not serve sin."' Whnt 
business have we to change his place 7 

Why On TOll wnnt to tnbfi the nr.i! nut 7 
The Lord hns put him on the cross 
with Himself. Christ went on the 
cross with your sins ; He alBo went 
ou the cross with the old roan. You 
believe the first fact ; you don't be- 
lieve the second fact Christ took your 
sins lu His body on the tree— yon be- 
lieve thnt nud you are saved ; but 
why don't you believe In the same way 
that the old man was cruelfled with 
Him, that the body of sin might be 
dostroved 7 You believe one fact by 
t-a-i-t-h : you disbelieve the other fact 
If one is true, the other is also true. 

Glory he to God, I want to see tliu 
word ! When God says "Outside," 
look outside, on Christ. Say, "I am 
not going to look inside nnymore, but 
I am golug to look there on the cross." 
What about "self 7" Some say you 
can't get rid of It. That Is another 
difficulty, fin.1. 11. 20, "I n.m ernrlflnil 
with Christ : nevertheless I live ; yet 
not L but Christ llvet'ii in me ; and 
the life which I now live in the flesh 
I live by the faith of the Son of God, 
Who loved me and gave Himself Cor 
me."

Peo- 
ple who think that they enn possess n 
ronl religion Iu secret arc deluded by 
the devil— the world Is quick to dis- 
cover the prt-pc-uce of She world'i Re- 
deemer. If your Chrlstlnnlty is of tin- 
right sort it is bound to make itsi'jt 
known and to commnnu the confidence 
of the righteous and the euuilty of the 
evii-docr. 

The life of our Lord was lived In the 
public eye, Allhuugh the events of 
Hia aiiuisiry were of the most unos- 
tentatious character, their miraculous 
and merciful fume brought tho people 
nocking aronnd Him. The comfort of 
privacy h:;d little part or lot In His 
days among men. He whk content to 
forego retirement for the snke of 
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and followers nf His example, should 
not shrink from mingling with the 
crowd, nor bearing the honor or Mimic 
which it may show us as the Master's 
marked men and women. 

In this uurraiive ceuirui interest 
does netattsch Itself to the pui'iii.i!., 
but to the fitiii- fiiviids whu Hucueeded 
in briuging him to the Great Healer. 
Three lessons they may tench those 
■whose lives are given to leading sin- 
sick souls to the nll-KTifllrleilt Kiivloiir. 
They show us the three great essent- 
ials, for effectual seeking and saving of 
souls. 

First, they displayed a very real and 
practical interest. In the sick man, 
TLefr"s wns no sentimental synmathy. 
so renay to be expressed in word and 
so tardy of expression iu deed. They 
cared so much for His healing that 
they thought nothing of his helpless 



weight as they carried his stretcher- 
bed to the house where Jesus was. 
Nor wns the trouble deemed too great, 
when finding i!:c door Impassible, they 
cni-rlcd the invalid to the roof and lot 
him duwn nt Jesus' feet. It Is prob- 
able that alone they might have mish- 
ihI Through the crowd and been present 
to hear the Master's words : but 
they were willing unselfishly to forego 
their own Interests, and so. though un- 
couscionsly, were fulfilling His will. 
P.cal love for tho people docs r.ot hesit- 
ate nt hardness, or turn back at sac- 
rilk-u. The test of love Is service, and 
if we feel for dying men ns our 
Lord did. we shall be glad to snffei 
or lose if needs he, that they may be 
reached and saved. 

Second, thev showed a lively faith 
In the ability of the Saviour to do for 
the sick man what his extreme uei'd 
demanded. There was no question In 
their mluds as to the possibility of 
failure in the Healer— nil they felt es- 
sential to do was to get him to thr 
Saviour. This should he the ground- 
work of Ihe suiil winner's effortH. Hi' 
must believe in the uttermost nbllltv 
of God's solvation to cure the spirit- 
ually diseased and sln-deba-seiS. Thcru 
will be grent trials of his faith, hearts 
will seem harder than flint to his an- 
neals nnd fluctuating ns wmtborvanos 
In their desires after God. but He must 
hold to the desperate conviction that 
God's wulvullon can seek, save, and 
establish assy sea! fer whom Its cost on 
Cnlvary -was paid. 

Third, they were persistent. TTad 
r.noy gone hack for difficulty, they 

zr.ir., v.'hrn tlir-y fonni! rntranr." im- 
pOKihle by ttie door. Bat perseverance 
Is often ingenious ; they found a way 
in after all, nnd saw their slrfc friend 
ninde whole heforo they left the place. 
God give ns, as saviours of men, more 
of iiiit- determined spirit. Hundreds 
of hearts would never have knelt nt 
Jesus' feet, had It not been for some 
voice of appeal which had refused to 
take no for on answer, or some hand 
which, though often brushed Impati- 
ently nsile, had again and ngnln laid 
pleadingly upon their sleeve.

Brigadier Sharp in a letter recently 
described a pnrt of his tour In fho 
Southern District, and w*e are certain 
that the extract below will Interest 
our readers : 

"Bnrin, the next place, twenty-five 
miles across country, we rode across 
on little panics, nnrt it was a ride and 
no mistake, my bonch nched for two or 
three d-.iys after. Burin Is u difflcnlt 
place to get hold of the people, as It 
!s brake un into fourteen different 
Cnyps. Cntholles, Methodists, Church 
of England, and tho Army. I hnd to 
wait two days here to get the boat for 
St. Johns, the last word received wns 
that it might be In nt any time nfter 
eight In the evening. The Government 
wharf Is two miles from the quarters, 
so I went down to stay at the wharf 
until the hoat arrived, as it only stiiyn 
nhout five or ten minutes in the har- 
bor, and It would be impossible for 
me to catch it If I wns in the quarters 
when It whistled.

She- was n 
Methodist lady, hut when sh<» «iw my 
tuiiuirm, she tsuld she was too slek to 
take any boarders In, although she took 
others in there, so there was nothing 
fur me to do bnt to stay on the wharf 
and patiently wait for the boat It 
started to ruin about U'n o'clock, and 
mined till seven In the morning.' 1 
laid down on the cold, wot planks Wx 
different tiuies dining the night, an<T "' 
tried io find resL and sleep, I would 
sleep for about one-half hour, then 
wake up cold and -n-nt, nnd t™!!: sts-t 
for nnother hnlf hour, and as soon as 
I got a little warm I would get sleepy . 
again, so I would plnnf my hesd en 
the boards and put my head under my 
nrm, ns n bird puts his head under 
his wing, nnd would go off to steep 
for half an hour. 1 wuB'reiillv glad 
when the steamer reached the pier, I 
went uboard, had breakfast and went 
to bed and got my elothas dried. 1 
nm glad to say that I do not feel any 
the worse for It to-day," *'
